Brief Summary of Bill

* Creates the Purple Star Award to recognize military friendly schools.

Background: The Legidature enacted the Interstate Compact on Educational Opportunity
for Military Children (compact) in 2009 to remove barriers to educational success imposed
on children of military families due to frequent moves and deployment of their parents.

Article VIII of the compact requires each member state to have a state council to coordinate
compliance with the provisions of the compact. The membership of the state council must,
at aminimum include:

* the state superintendent of public instruction;

 asuperintendent of a school district with a high concentration of military children;

* arepresentative from amilitary installation;

* one representative each from the legidative and executive branches of government;

* the state's compact commissioner who serves on the interstate council as well;

* the state military family education liaison; and

* other offices and stakeholder groups the state council deems appropriate.

This analysis was prepared by non-partisan legislative staff for the use of legidative
membersin their deliberations. Thisanalysisis not part of the legislation nor does it
constitute a statement of legidative intent.
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The state council appoints the military family education liaison to assist military families
and the state in facilitating the implementation of the compact.

Summary of Bill: The Purple Star Award is created to recognize military friendly schools
that show a commitment to students and families connected to the nation's military. This
award shall be awarded every two years beginning in 2023.

To be considered for a Purple Star Award, a school or school district on behalf of a schooal,
must submit an application to the state council. The state council must consider a school for
the award if it applies and completes all the required activities and at least one optional
activity.

Therequired activities are:
» have astaff point of contact for military students and families; and
* maintain a dedicated page on its website featuring resources for military families.

The staff point of contact must work jointly with the state military family education liaison;
serve as the primary liaison between military families and the school; complete professional
development on special considerations for military students and families; and identify and
inform teachers of military-connected students in their classrooms and the specia
considerations they should receive.

The optional activities are:
» provide professional development for additional staff on special considerations for
military students and families;
* pass aresolution publicizing the school's support for military children and families; or
* host amilitary recognition event that demonstrates a military friendly culture.

The state council must:
* create asimple application for the award;
* establish atimeline for submitting the application and granting the award;
* create criteriato use when reviewing the applications; and
 determine whether there is a limited or unlimited number of awards and whether a
school can apply for multiple awards.
